Secretary Mellon has authorized a reduction tn the 
size of paper money by about one-third. The change 
will not become apparent to the public, however, for 
about a year. The new bills must be aged and great 
quantities must be turned out for general distribution, 
The size of paper money has been standardized for 
so many years, and the public has become so used to 
handling it, thd a period of readjustment to the new 
size will be mecessary. The change will not affect 
the use of money counting machines, however, and in 
the main it is safe to predict that the new bilis will 
be found easier to handle than the old. They can be 
carried-in the pocket ‘without folding, end thes they 


In addition to the added convenience, the new money 
is expected to make counterfelting more difficult’ and 
will solve certain production problems of’ the bureau 
of engraving and printing, besides effecting a saving 
of almost one-third in the production cost. These are 
important considerations in view of the enormous de- 
mands upon the bureau of engraving and printing.
